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REMARKS 

This Response is in furtherance of a November 13, 2006 
interview with the Examiner. In the interview, Applicants' 
representative explained why the subject matter of independent 
Claim 52 should be examined along with the subject matter of 
Claims 55-78. More specifically, the subject matter added to 
in amended Claim 52 was previously presented in rejected 
dependent Claim 54. Thus, the subject matter of Claim 52 
already has been examined. 

Further, the apparatus in Claims 55-78 may also include 
an electric circuit. For example, Applicants' dependent Claim 
65 recites an impeller deenergized/impeller energized control 
operatively connected to said pump unit. Claim 66 recites the 
control comprising a switch on said handpiece and a signal 
path between said switch and said pump unit. Finally, Claim 
67 recites that the switch is an electrical switch and the 
signal path is an electric current flow path. Therefore 
electric elements are present throughout the original claims 
and were examined in the previous Office Action. 

For the above reasons, reconsideration and examination of 
Claims 52 and 55-78 is respectfully requested. 

Applicants hereby provisionally elect with traverse the 
invention of Group II directed to a surgical suction device 
corresponding to Claims 55-78. 

Applicants remind the Examiner of the Information 
Disclosure Statement filed August 1, 2006 and request 
initialing and return of a copy thereof with the next Office 
Action . 

For the reasons set forth in the previous Response, the 
instant application is believed to be in condition for 
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allowance, and action toward that end is respectfully 
requested.
